DELAYING TARIFF BILL 


If one IB to judge from the voice 


of an almost united press the Fentl- 
ment of (lie country favors a speedy 
passage of the tariff bill. 
This does 


no; necessarily mean that all of Us 
provisions, or in fact any of them, are 
approved 
unanimously, but it does 


mean tliat llio country 
accepts 
the 


tariff bill as inevitable and wishes it 
to go into effect as soon as pcsEil'le 
thai butir.c-ss may adjust itself to ihe 
new conditions. Friends and foes of 
ilie administration now realize that 
only a fair trial will eventually prove 
whether the bill IK or Is not all that 
has been claimed. It is an experiment 
desired by the people, on ihn results 
of which the democratic party has ex- 
pressed itself as willing to be judged. 
If it does not prove as great a. benefit 
as was claimed, redress is at liand. If 
it does, the party which has been re- 
sponsible for it bids fair to remain a 
long time in power, 
nut no one, not 


even the party leaders. c:m accurately 
foretell the outlook. The hill will have, 
to be tested, and the praple are anx- 
ious and ready for the test. 


Despite 
protests 
from 
press 
and 


public the- republicans in the eenate 
a.re needlessly protracting debate on 
the tariff and thus keeping It from 
being acted on. 
This could be ex- 


cused if anything were to be gained, 
but its material change or rejectment 
is neither hoped for nor 
expected. 


Making Ihe tarirt question an endur- 
ance contest will not even draw poli- 
tical capital to the republican mill for 
the people have wearied at the long 
suspense and chafe under the irksome 
debate that lags along lialf-heartedly. 
Aside from this consideration, how- 
ever, it must be apparent that the 
tariff delay is causing some Damage 
to business. 
Trade is uncertain to 


some extent until the bill becomes law. 
Orders are held up and manufacture 
is kept to as lo'.v an ehb as possible. 
Those senators who impede the prog- 
ress of the bill aro directly responsi- 
ble for any injury to trade and they 
sre accepting a grave responsibility. 
As they must realize that there is no 
possible good to offset any degree of 
damage they may do, 
they 
cannot 


make their 
position 
look otherwise 


than extremely foolish and regretta- 
ble. 
If they are sincere in their pre- 


dictions of disaster 
lo 
follow 
the 


enactment of the tariff bill, they would 
render a real service to their party 
by passing It so soon as possible so 
that the democratic party might be 
Bpeedily discredited. 
Predicting dis- 


aster and then striving to delay a bill 
which is ultimately sure of becoming 
law does not seem consistent. Judg- 
ing from the records of party politics.

Patrick Tracy Jackson, one of the 


incorporators 
of

Merrimack 


Manufacturing company, and, as is

plan was to lay out *. fine macadam 
road upon which horse-Orawn vehicles 
laden with freight, could be as swiftly 
as possible despatched to Boston.
